New recycling centre set for go ahead 


A NEW £8 million waste management facility at 
Broomhills could be given the go ahead by the Dorset 
County Council today (Wednesday, September 7th) 
after the site was judged as having the “greatest de¬ 
velopment potential”. 

The viability for a new household recycling centre 
(HRC) and waste transfer station on the site has been 
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assessed with officials carrying out flood risk, trans¬ 
port and cost assessments, mapping and land surveys 
and conservation studies. 

The assessments found no significant risk of flood¬ 
ing and no evidence of a historic anthrax burial pit on 
the site. It was also judged that the Broomhills Mead¬ 
ows Site of Nature Conservation Interest (SNCI) 
would not be directly affected by a waste management 
centre. 

While some councillors are pleased with the result, 
others fear that after a long build up the county coun¬ 
cil is now rushing into a decision. 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wallace said: “I to¬ 
tally agree that the waste transfer station is needed and 
I agree it is needed quickly but this is the wrong space. 
This has been 14 years in the running and now they 
are galloping ahead and they face lots of potential 
landmines. 

“Some may say I’m being alarmist but that part of 
the road is a trunk road and it’s not meant for local 
traffic. There is the potential for large traffic hold ups 
and a very high risk of more accidents on that road. 


People who are queuing in traffic get impatient and 
take more risks and this will lead to accidents. 

“There is a risk of flooding, affects on biodiversity, 
potential for further development, the possibility of 
anthrax on that site, the affect on local tourism. 

“If it does go there I would also want a written guar¬ 
antee that there will be no incineration on the site as if 
there was, with the south westerly winds we get, it 
would blow everything right over the town. 

“The site is within one kilometre of the World Her¬ 
itage Site but if we see further development then we 
potentially risk losing that status. 

“We have to look at all the possibilities. Do we want 
another blot on the landscape?” 

The current HRC in South Street only has planning 
consent until March 2013 and is currently offering a 
reduced weekend service. 

The new Waste Transfer Station is expected to save 
the taxpayer £450,000 year, currently paid to West 
Dorset District Council because their vehicles travel to 
Wareham to dispose of waste. With this in mind, West 
Dorset District Councillor Keith Day believes it’s time 
to settle for the “least bad” option.

I think. It's comforting and refreshing, those are the quali¬ 
ties that people look for in tea and what makes Clipper 
special is its really good quality and value for money and 
we do the right thing by operating a fairtrade company. 
People trust us to be natural fair and delicious. 

■ WHAT are the benefits of drinking tea? 

Rehydration, principally, but with things like green tea, 
which is becoming more and more popular, you are get¬ 
ting those additional health benefits from the antioxi¬ 
dants. 

There is such a wide range of tea now from herbal infu¬ 
sions through to standard teas, speciality teas and earl 
greys. It offers refreshment, taste and something for every¬ 



body, its not just about a standard black cup of tea any¬ 
more. 


■ WHY do you love being a part of Clipper? 

Living and working in Beaminster you have a really gen¬ 
uine group of people who are thrilled to bits to work for 
Clipper, not just because it's a successful company but be¬ 
cause we do the right think ethically with all our suppliers. 
We've got a great area, with great people and we're very 
engaged with the local community and it just makes it a 
lot of fun. Its much less like a job and more of a lifestyle 
choice almost, it's just a fun thing to do. 
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■ WHAT do you love about motorcycling? 

It's the freedom, that's the adventurer in me. It's just good 
to get out and to travel around Europe, North Africa, Russia, 
all over the place.

Broomhills site looks set for green light

“I believe that there is no totally ‘ideal’ site available 
in or near Bridport, every one that has been considered 
so far has some problems with access, safety or has 
local residents objecting to its proximity,” he said. 

“In my opinion, as no site will be considered ‘best’, 
Broomhills could be said to be the ‘least bad’ option. 
If it is selected - and the access, environmental and 
road safety issues are resolved -1 believe Broomhills 
should serve Bridport well. 

“It must be remembered that the South Street site is 
on ‘borrowed time’ and has a limited life. Therefore it 
is essential that another purpose built site is agreed and 
constructed quickly for the benefit of the people of 
Bridport.” 

Despite reservations from other councillors, Bridport 
Town Councillor Ros Kayes said she was pleased that 
a thorough assessment of the all the sites had now been 
carried out. 

“I am overjoyed that the county council took on the 
strong arguments put by myself and Councillor 
Coatsworth last year with regard to consulting prop¬ 
erly on a range of sites rather than precipitately assum¬ 
ing that Gore Cross was the only option,” she said. 

“Gore Cross was the wrong option for a whole range 
of reasons and I am glad that DCC have undertaken 
proper, robust and detailed research which has estab¬ 
lished that. 

“Broomhills will now have to go through the 
scrutiny demanded by the planning process. Bridport 
needs a waste transfer site and soon, so I hope the right 
decisions are taken to allow this to happen as soon as 
possible.” 

The Broomhills report will seek member agreement 
from the DCC cabinet today (Wednesday) to progress 
with a planning application for a waste management 


facility at Broomhills, and confirmation of the junction 
improvement arrangements to be provided. 

The junction improvements could see a priority junc¬ 
tion with a right turn lane off the A35, however, the 
Highways Agency and Dorset County Council’s High¬ 
ways Authority, have expressed a strong preference for 
traffic signals at Broomhills. 

The report also seeks agreement to conclude negoti¬ 
ations with the landowner to purchase an option on the 
land. 

Steve Burdis, Dorset Waste Partnership Director 
(DWP), said: “A waste management facility in Brid¬ 
port is vital to any future development of waste serv¬ 
ices in the west of the county. Providing a centre at the 
earliest opportunity remains a priority for the partner¬ 
ship.

“Investigations show that no major issues have been 
identified which would prevent a successful planning 
application being submitted for Broomhills, although 
costs of development are likely to be significant. 

“Actual costs cannot be fully assessed until more de¬ 
tailed design work is undertaken but preliminary esti¬ 
mates indicate it could be around £8m. 

“This cost is considered comparable to development 
costs of the other two sites (Gore Cross and Miles 
Cross Two) shortlisted in September 2010. 

“Although the DWP manages waste disposal func¬ 
tions on behalf of Dorset County Council, the county 
council is still responsible for major policy decisions 



about these facilities and services. As a result, the find¬ 
ings will be presented to the county council’s Cabinet 
for a decision on what happens next.”

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DORSET Police has unveiled its latest tool to tackle rural 
crime - a 3.5 tonne tractor. 

The tractor - complete with flashing blue lights - has 
been loaned to Dorset Police by Zetor UK at no cost to the 
taxpayer. 

As part of Operation Countryside, the tractor - an 85 
horsepower Zetor Proxima - will be used as a display to 
raise awareness of rural crime across the county at upcom¬ 
ing shows and events. 

Operation Countryside has been supported by the Na¬ 
tional Farmers Union (NFU), M J Fry Agricultural Engi¬ 
neering, Zetor UK, NFU Mutual, the Country Fand and 
Business Association (CFA) and Porter Dodson Solicitors 
& Advisors. 

Dorchester and Sherborne Neighbourhood Inspector, Fes 
Fry, said: “This tractor will be used as a demonstration tool 
to raise awareness of mral crime in Dorset. 

“The tractor has been supplied to us for free, with no 
costs to Dorset Police or the tax payer. 

“We will be displaying it at shows and events in Dorset 
where we aim to engage with rural communities to make 
sure they do everything possible to reduce crime and make 
themselves less likely to become victims of mral crime. 

“We hope this partnership will bring to the community’s 
attention the increasing cost of rural crime. 

“We want the support of rural communities to help com¬ 
bat criminals in their areas. Crimes such as theft of lead, 
scrap metal, heating oil and diesel are on the increase as 
fuel prices rise. 

“Through Operation Countryside, we hope to encourage 
people to take all the crime prevention steps that they can, 
such as asset marking and using tracking devices. 

“People should also consider installing CCTV where ap¬ 
propriate and sign up to initiatives such as Stop That Thief 
and Stop That Oil. 

“We also want to encourage people to consider calling 
the police should they see any suspicious activity.” 

Mike Fry, of M J Fry Agricultural Engineers, said: “Run¬ 
ning a company with very close connections to the rural 
community, I get to see first hand the cost involved both 


in financial terms and the loss of time related to rural 
crime. 

“A stolen battery means that vehicle cannot work when 
required. A stolen machine means that the farmer cannot 
do the job when he needs to, so the knock on effects can 
be significant to the running of a business.” 

John Howden, Managing Director of Zetor UK Ftd, said: 
“Zetor UK Ftd are pleased to be part of this venture 
launched by Dorset Police. 

“We feel that any project aimed at saving the farming 
community from any further cost and avoidable worries, 
mirrors our ethos exactly. “ 

Robert Fasseter, NFU Dorset County Chairman, said: 
“Rural crime is up by 17 per cent and tractor theft by 8 per 
cent. 

“This exciting initiative is about raising awareness of self 
help schemes for members, such as Stop That Thief, Farm 
Watch and Stop That Oil. 

Rob Fox, from Porter Dodson Solicitors & Advisors, 
said: “Porter Dodson's Rural Matters team works closely 
with a large number of farmers and landowners across the 
county and we are only too aware of the cost, inconven¬ 
ience and stress that mral crime causes.”

Suzanne Finch, author of ‘A Fine 
Meeting There is There’, a history of 
the Meeting, said: “It is very rare for 
medieval cottages, clustered around a 
courtyard, to have survived in this way, 


especially with their outdoor staircase.” 

Visitors on the day will be encouraged 
to go down the passage at the rear of the 
building leading to the burial ground, 
which dates from the turn of the 19th 
century, and is still in use today. 

There, a ceramic plaque, created by 
members of the Meeting, forms part of 
the Peace Garden, which was opened on 
August 6th as part of the commemora¬ 
tions of Hiroshima Day. 

The burial ground and peace garden 
sit in an informal garden with views 
over to Bothenhampton.

THE following letter was written in 
response to the article 'Future of 
Hughes Mental Health Unit under 
threat' published on Wednesday, 
August 24th. The Hughes Unit 
Group Supporters (HUGS) have 
been campaigning to save beds at 
Bridport's mental health unit. 
DORSET Healthcare University NHS 
Foundation Trust and representa¬ 
tives from NHS commissioners in 
Bournemouth, Poole and Dorset at¬ 
tended a meeting with the Hughes 
Unit Group supporters (HUGS) to 
discuss how best to engage with 
service users and carers on the op¬ 
tions for transforming mental health 
services in the Bridport area. 

The aim of the project is to de¬ 
velop a comprehensive crisis re¬ 
sponse and home treatment service 
in line with best practice and evi¬ 
dence, that increases the choice for 
individuals who need these services 
across west Dorset. 

Many people at the meeting sup¬ 
ported the principles of these 


changes, however, there was anxiety 
about the impact on the existing 
services. 

In response to this, the consulta¬ 
tion process was explained and the 
views of individuals about their ex¬ 
periences were carefully listened to. 

The suggestion that the develop¬ 
ment at St Ann's Hospital in Poole is 
linked to the changes proposed is 
not correct and this was also ex¬ 
plained at the meeting. 

The Dorset Mental Health Forum 
has been involved in the develop¬ 
ment of the model of care from the 
start of the project in September 
2010 and we hope that HUGS will 
also be fully involved in the project 
as it progresses. 

Details of how to get involved in 
shaping these services will be publi¬ 
cised in October.

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Local author gives U3A talk 


AT THE September meeting of the 
Bridport and District U3A, local 
author Philip Algar spoke about his 
book Goodbye Old Chap: A Life at 
Sea in Peace and War. 

The talk focussed mainly on his 
father’s experiences during World 
War II, and fifty members and 
friends were fascinated to hear 
what is was like to be an ordinary 
person, in the Merchant Navy, dur¬ 
ing this time. 

In March 1941 Stanley Algar was 


master of a small tanker that en¬ 
countered a German warship in the 
Atlantic - all the crew were seized 
and taken to POW camps. 

From his father’s extensive di¬ 
aries, hidden from the Germans, 
and with additional research, 
Philip was able to paint a picture of 
the capture, journey and life in 
prison camp up to the end of the 
war. 

Despite the tragic situation, pris¬ 
oners were able to study, set up a 


library and organise musical shows 
to break the monotony and bolster 
morale until liberation in April 
1945. 

Philip’s talk and subsequent an¬ 
swers to questions made all those 
who attended the meeting think 
deeply about their own family’s in¬ 
volvement in the war. 

One member commented that the 
session had been a real history les¬ 
son for everyone present.

Suggested solutions in 
Rights of Way report 

A REPORT suggesting solutions to the current prob¬ 
lems on Rights ofWay has just been published. 

The grandson of Arthur Hobhouse, Henry is 
quoted as follows: "My grandfather, Arthur Hob- 
house, chaired a Government Committee in 1947 
which became the foundation ofThe National Parks 
and Access to the Countryside Act, 1949. 

"The recommendations in his Report on Rights of 
Way were never fully implemented and subsequent 
legislation has made the situation worse. 

"The 2011 report lays out the current problems 
and suggested solutions. Rights ofWay are neither 
highways nor do they transfer the ownership of land 
from the landowner to another body. 

"The damage inflicted upon individuals, landown¬ 
ers and homeowners by the present system includes 
suicide, bankruptcy, heart attack, stress related in¬ 
jury and divorce directly consequential upon anxi¬ 
ety arising from the obligation to have to fight 
officials in a large, governmental organisation such 
as a county council and its allies. 

"The solution lies in the introduction of local deci¬ 
sion-making, flexibility and the ability to take into 
account the needs of agriculture, amenity (tourism), 
convenience, wildlife, health and safety, and privacy 
(Rights ofWay can pass through people's gardens). 

"At the moment, none of the above can be consid¬ 
ered within the decision-making process and yet my 
grandfather's committee's intention was that all of 
the above should be carefully considered. 

"The annual cost to the country of the existing 
manpower-intensive structure is substantial, esti¬ 
mated on the top side of £100m for a corrupt system 
representing a lawyers'charter to print money, con¬ 
tributing nothing to the country's benefit or wealth."

TRAINERS at Bridport’s West Dorset Skills Training 
Centre are looking for new recruits following the gradu¬ 
ation of a number of its students. 

The centre held an open evening on Friday of last week 
to showcase the work of young people who attend and to 
mark the success of their students with a graduation cer¬ 
emony. 

Among the success stories on the night was Lewis 
Shearing who achieved 11 qualifications in the eight 
months he attended the centre. He is now working on a 
childcare apprenticeship at Sunny Days nursery. Lewis 
praised the personal approach of the centre. 

“They have helped me a lot, it’s very useful to have this 
centre here for young people,” he said. 

“They help you in a lot of ways, they give you confi¬ 
dence, they help you to socialise better and I’ve found it 
better than school. 

“At school you have so many teachers but here it is a 
lot friendlier. I’m looking forward to my apprenticeship 
now but I will be coming back here to let everyone know 
how I am doing. I’d definitely recommend it to anyone 
who is struggling to find work.” 

Another star student is Charlotte Burwood who is cur¬ 
rently working on her twelfth qualification at the centre. 
Charlotte admits she was often truant from school but

since starting at the centre in September she has only 
missed three days of training. 

“This place has helped me quite a lot,” she said. “It’s 
more laid back here and you are allowed to do what you 
want to do. 

“I’m hoping now to go to college or find a job and this 
place has really helped me to do that.” 

Skills Trainer Becks Garner said the evening was about 
celebrating the excellent results of their students. 

“On average people are leaving with eight to ten certifi¬ 
cates which is phenomenal considering many of these 
people may not have done well at school or found that 
school wasn’t the right place for them,” she said. 

“We work with smaller numbers and not everybody has 
to come in and do a full 12 to 16 hours a week, you can 
come in and do one course, you can come in and do ten 
courses. 

“The whole idea is to make it as flexible as we can pos¬ 
sibly manage. In this day and age everybody is fit into 
units and made to fit a system, we are trying to get round 
that and make the system fit the person. So far in the last 
few years that has proved to work.” 

Becks was also keen to recruit new students: “Young 
people have just had their GCSE results, some would 
have not done as well as they would have liked, or as yet 
don’t know what college to go to or what to do. 

“This is an opportunity for people to come in and look 
at doing level one GCSEs, topping their grades up or fo¬ 
cusing on a particular college course which they might 
need to get the grades for.” 

The training centre is a partnership project opened by 
Bridport Local Area Skills Training (BLAST) and the 
Nacro charity. 

BLAST chairman Arthur Woodgate said the success of 
the skills centre had been down to its positive working 
partnerships: “BLAST has been able to achieve its main 
objective of creating sustainable local training opportu¬ 
nities, thanks in large part to the co-operation and enthu¬ 
siasm of our many partners.” 


“Nacro is a perfect example: no programme for 16-19 
year old - ‘NEETS’ - existed in this area prior to BLAST 
and Nacro opening the West Dorset Skills Training Cen¬ 
tre, and the fact that a majority of the young people in¬ 
volved are now self-referring is testimony to the quality 
of the work being undertaken. 

“This has been supported and extended in no small 
measure by our own ‘ASPIRE’ initiative, led by co-ordi- 
nator Charlotte Storey.” 

Two of the centre’s major training partners, Yeovil and 
Kingston Maurward Colleges, are now working with 
BLAST to create two new centres of training excellence 
and a further partner, Windmill Training, is already de¬ 
veloping Miles Cross Farm at Symondsbury as a training 
base. 

Arthur added: “In under four years we have been able 
to move from a situation where we had no local skills 
training centres, to one where we have four. Without our 
very positive partnerships, this would never have been 
possible.”

Jackson grew up in southern Oregon also in a 
musical family. Since moving to Virginia, he has 
drawn much attention for his powerful tradi¬ 
tional playing and high lonesome singing. He 
plays mandolin, harmonica, clawhammer banjo 
as well as singing lead and harmony parts.

Former West Dorset MP to appear on BBC2 programme 

MOST people under the age of 80 take their views of the LDV (Local Defence Volunteers), 
otherwise known as the Home Guard from the antics seen through the ever popular TV 
programme "Dad's Army". 

Former West Dorset MP Sir James Spicer believes the reality is totally different. 

He said: "Once rifles arrived (mostly from the USA), I am sure that if Hitler had invaded 
in 1940, we would have used them to good effect. 

"Why do I say that? Because in 1940, at the age of 14 - adjusted to 16 -1 served in a com¬ 
mando platoon of the Home Guard just outside London. I was the youngest by far in that 
unit, as most of the others had seen active service in the First World War and were mostly 
in their early 40s. 

"Our role in and around London would have been 
to engage German Parachute troops. Had they landed 
we would have given a good account of ourselves. 

The situation in Dorset was quite different. Evidence 
uncovered since the war shows that a major German 
force would have landed in the Lyme Regis area and 
then pushed inland. 

"Pillboxes covered our beaches and further inland 
Stay Behind Units were formed with orders to attack 
and sabotage. We had one such team in Beaminster. 

So, although we might have lost in the end, I believe 
we would have given a good account of ourselves." 

Sir James said it was against this background that 
he was delighted when the BBC asked him and oth¬ 
ers to remember those stirring times in a pro¬ 
gramme called "Reel History of Britain". It is to be 
shown on September 12th on BBC2 at 6.30pm.

His pretty cottage old. 

He stood and grinned and let us in 
"I hope you like the cold!" 

Our dear friend Tom then showed us round, 
Our breath hung in the air. 

"Let's take our tea outside," he said 
"It's much warmer out there." 

The sunny garden thawed us out. 

Tom took off gloves and scarf. 

"I dress and undress all the time." 

He murmured with a laugh. 

"'Til Rosie left I had it all. 

At first she used to tease; 

Then one day up and left me, said, 

"I'll go before I freeze." 

We urged our friend to search for Rose, 
‘Twas all we could advise 
Months passed and then a card arrived 
From Tom - a nice surprise. 

The message came from Tom and Rose: 

Our frozen hands and feet 
Have thawed out now we're basking in 
The lovely Spanish heat." 

The ancient watermill in Lyme Regis has been

THE WATERMILL 

All the old men are gone who could recall

Bracing the granary floor. 

How Jan the waggoner shook the reins and said 
'Cobbler, lad, us won't come here no more.' 

The floors have fallen. Their fissured walls

Even the sign: 'Danger. No trespassers' 

Has crashed among the grasses. 

Goats, tethered where the swallows have invaded, 
Protest in panicked bleats whenever 
Another degraded roof tile slithers down 
To shatter in the weedy yard 
In sun-dried apricot shards. 

Only a forlorn window breaches 
The place where once the millstones 
Clenched the com in rough embraces. 

Yet up there at the valley head when rain has filled 
The leat, the race begins again to trace its bed, 
Tumbling replete downhill, and the old waterwheel, 
Still stalwart against the granite wall, 
Creaks slowly into life. 

Then its rackety rhythm wakens the night - 


Rank loosestrife clogs the banks of its stream

But it turns again to its meaningless chore, 
Though miller and carter and willing horse 
Take their part in its task no more.

THE festival has been held for fifteen glorious years in all kinds of weather: Fair, 
foul and indifferent but only missing one year because of the threat of foot and 
mouth. It was originally started by a committee of Powerstock locals to raise 
money for Powerstock School, Powerstock Hut and the Weir Sports Club. In re¬ 
cent years the festival has expanded and now donates to other charities as well. 

Eggardon Hill is an Iron Age hill-fort about four miles east of Bridport in Dorset. 
Built on chalk upland, it has spectacular views and on a clear day you can see 
across Lyme Bay to South Devon and Start Point. Around 43AD, the Romans 
forcibly removed the Iron-age dwellers from Eggardon. 

In the 18th century, it was planted with a stand of pines, which are thought to 
have acted as a navigational aid for the boats belonging to the notorious Dorset 
smuggler Isaac Gullivor, who lived at Eggardon Farm. Since those days, sheep 
and cattle have enjoyed the views whilst grazing undisturbed except for the an¬ 
nual visit of the festival goers.

surance quotes for an 
average 17 year old driver 
revealed the cheapest an¬ 
nual premium to be 
£7,091.38. The top price 
quoted was just over £9700. 

This particular search - 
made on a popular price 
comparison site - was for 
the fictional Tom Stevens', 
with a date of birth of the 
03/03/1994. He has held a 
full licence for one month, 


and was requesting insur¬ 
ance on a 2007 1.11 Kia Pi- 
canto. He lives in the London 
Borough of Richmond upon 
Thames and claimed the car 
would be parked on the 
road. He has no previous 
claims or convictions and is 
in full-time education with a 
part-time job, and requested 
cover just for'social'use. 

Once Tom had been driv¬ 
ing for a year, his cheapest 
quote dropped to £2528.55, 
on an otherwise like-for-like 
basis. 

1AM director of policy and 
research Neil Greig said: 
"Young drivers can only 
learn safer driving by prac¬ 


tising it, but huge insurance 
premiums risk pricing them 
off the road. The challenge 
for the government, the in¬ 
surance industry and road 
safety experts is how to bal¬ 
ance the need for experi¬ 
ence with the very real risk 
that young drivers pose to 
themselves and other road 
users.

DORCHESTER Town suffered their fourth Blue Square South 
defeat of the season after taking a first-half lead at Gander 
Green Lane on Saturday.

Senior confident despite recent setbacks 


BRIDPORT manager Trevor Senior shrugged 
aside the thought of a crisis at St Mary's Field fol¬ 
lowing back to back defeats in the league and 
cup that has seen his side ship nine goals. 

"Despite the two defeats and the fact we are 
currently third from bottom in the league, I am 
confident we have enough talent to finish mid¬ 
table."
